Different, yet EatMUjr Xu.- 
portanCi 

During tho prosout election oanvaaH 
tho idoft appoara to Imvo grown up that 
for a member to acquit himself credit- 
ably in the Local LogiHlaturo coubU- 
tutoB a guarantee per bo of fitnoBB for 
tlio House of Commons. Novr, -^vo 
contend that fitneaa for one ie not 'no- 
cossarily fitnoas lor the other. Tho 
dutioH, the surroimdingH and tho con- 
ditions of the two HouBoa are essen- 
tially different. A BuccoHflful man in 
tho little I'arliament of twenty-live at 
James' Bay might proye a complctci 
failure in the big Parliament of two 
hundifdd at Ottawa. "We must protest 
again&t the implied doctrine that tho 
beat men ahould bo drafted into tho 
largo Parliament from the Binallor, 
leairivig Provincial muttera in tho haiulH 
of inferior laeu. However plausible 
this doctrine may appearaa an abstract 
theory, and hovrovoi- applicable it 
might be to uome of tho older Provin- 
ces, yre cannot think it appii;'able to 
British Columbia. At prcKou^. (ho 
■work to bo doiio in tho Provincial P'lr- 
liamdnt, although different, is quiui 
as important, and requires juat aa able 
men to do it as the work to be dono in 
tho Podoral Parliament. Nay, tliore 
ia in its verj' natiire that which soomH 
to demand oven greater akill and abil- 
ity in statecraft. Tho six rfiprosonta- 
tivos who go to Ottawa aro called upon 
to act ill: "> House composed of two 
htindred members in working perfect- 
ed machinery that has boon long 
yoar.s in full motion. Comparatively 
little creative goniuH is needed. AVitli 
careful and eipericuced atatesmon at 
the helm, all goes smoothly and ac- 
cording to rule. The twenty-five mem- 
bers constituting the Local Parliament, 
on the other hand, are called upon to 
create and organize. Everything haw 
to be, or, at all events, should, bo created 
de novo, — the whole machinery organ- 
ized upon a now and proper basis. Ho 
far, therefore, from admitting tho ap- 
parently implied doctrine that any- 
body's good enough for tho Local 
Legislature, we rather incline to Ihc 
opposite belief, — that, for some timo 
to come, tho true intorestB of BritiHli 
Columbia demand the presence of her 
best men in tho Loc.il LogiHlaturo. It 
ia there that tho greater i)art of tho 
work muetbo done for some timo to 
come. It is there that real statesmau- 
ship is moat needed juat now. British 
Oofomliia wanta good men both hero 
and at Ottawa; but she wants good 
men hero. There our six repreaent.i- 
tivea join a fully organized aiul 
thoroughly cquippcid crow two him- 
drod strong, to work a well tried ship 
which haa made many a voyage and 
safely weathered tho storms of a Piir- 
liamentar^ term.
